INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 
Use  of  Benzoate  of  Soda. 

The  meat-inspection  regulations  have  been  amended  (by  Amendment  2  to  B.  A.  I. 
Order  150)  so  as  to  permit  the  addition  of  benzoate  of  soda  to  meat  or  meat  food 
products  which  are  placed  in  containers  or  packages  to  which  are  securely  affixed 
officially  approved  labels  plainly  showing  the  presence  and  amount  of  this  preserva- 
tive. 
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Inspection  of  Organs. 

Section  23,  Regulation  13,  B.  A.  I.  Order  150,  which  provides  that  any  organ 
which  is  badly  bruised  or  which  is  affected  by  tumors,  malignant  or  benign,  abscesses, 
suppurating  sores,  or  liver  flukes  shall  be  condemned,  is  held  to  apply  also  to  organs 
showing  evidence  of  infestation  by  parasites  or  other  abnormal  condition.  Where 
the  parasitic  invasion  or  other  benign  condition  is  strictly  localized  and  limited  in 
extent,  however,  the  otherwise  sound  and  fit  organ,  after  the  affected  part  has  been 
cut  away  and  condemned,  may  be  passed. 

A  careful  inspection  should  be  made  of  organs  about  to  be  utilized  in  the  manu- 
facture of  meat  food  products.  When  the  organs  to  be  so  used  are  lungs,  they  shall 
first  be  freely  split  and  thoroughly  washed. 

Reporting  Return  of  Unsound  Meat  and  Products. 

For  convenience  in  reporting  the  return  of  alleged  unsound  meat  and  meat  food 
products  disposed  of  at  official  establishments,  a  blank  form  (I.  D.  Form  131B)  has 
been  prepared.     A  small  supply  is  being  sent  to  each  inspector  in  charge. 

Use  of  Rat  Virus  in  Packing  Houses. 

Information  has  been  received  that  certain  so-called  rat  viruses  have  been  offered 
to  packing  houses  as  a  means  of  destroying  rats.  The  indiscriminate  use  of  these 
viruses  in  or  around  buildings  where  meat  products  are  stored  or  handled  is  con- 
sidered very  undesirable,  owing  to  the  danger  of  meats  becoming  contaminated  with 
the  bacteria  that  are  used  to  destroy  rats.  If  proprietors  of  establishments  at  which 
inspection  is  maintained  contemplate  the  use  of  a  rat  virus  they  should  first  obtain 
the  sanction  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  through  the  inspector  in  charge. 


NEED  FOR  BETTER  ATTENTION  TO  REQUESTS  FOR  INFORMATION. 

Inspectors  in  charge  should  be  more  mindful  of  the  importance  of  replying 
promptly  to  circular  letters  and  to  requests  in  "Service  Announcements"  which 
call  for  reply.  Delay  and  apparent  indifference  to  such  matters  has  resulted  in 
serious  inconvenience  to  the  Bureau.  Inspectors  in  charge  are  therefore  directed  to 
read  carefully  all  such  communications  and  to  comply  with  their  instructions  with- 
out delav. 


FOOT-AND-MOUTH  DISEASE  QUARANTINE  REMOVED   FROM  MICHIGAN  AND 

MARYLAND. 

By  Amendment  1  to  B.  A.  I.  Order  157  the  quarantine  on  account  of  foot-and-mouth 
disease  is  removed  from  the  entire  States  of  Michigan  and  Maryland.  Portions  of 
New  York  and  Pennsylvania  still  remain  in  quarantine  under  the  terms  of  Order  157. 


SUBSTANCES  PERMITTED  FOR  OFFICIAL  DIPPING  OF  SHEEP. 

The  use  of  the  following-named  substances  is  permitted  by  the  Department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies: 

"Oeodip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  the  Creodip  Company,  Chi- 
cago, 111.     Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  71  gallons  of  water. 

"Germfoe,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  the  West  Coast  Mill  Com- 
pany, Los  Angeles,  Cal.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  69  gallons  of 
water. 
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" Smith's  iluid  Sheep  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  Josiah  Smith, 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y.     Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  74  gallons  of  water. 

iltU.  J5.'  Cresol  Dip,"  a  cresol  dip,  manufactured  by  United  Breeders  Company  of 
America,  Chicago,  111.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  141  gallons  of 
water. 

Inspectors  will  not  permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  packages  of  these  dips 
which  are  not  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications,  nor  will  they 
permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  any  proprietary  dip  which  does  not  bear  the 
guaranty  required  of  manufacturers  by  the  regulations,  B.  A.  I.  Order  •  143  and 
amendments  thereto,  or  which  in  any  manner  violates  the  provisions  of  said 
regulations  or  amendments. 


NEW  CHIEF  OF  DAIRY  DIVISION. 

Mr.  B.  H.  Eawl,  of  North  Carolina,  has  been  appointed  chief  of  the  Dairy  Division, 
to  succeed  Mr.  Ed.  H.  Webster,  who  resigned  in  December  to  accept  the  positions  of 
dean  of  the  department  of  agriculture  of  the  Kansas  State  Agricultural  College  and 
director  of  the  Kansas  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  at  Manhattan.  Mr.  Kawl 
has  heretofore  had  charge  of  the  dairy  farming  investigations  of  the  Dairy  Division. 


DELIVERY  OF  CHECKS. 

When  the  salary  and  expense  checks  of  the  employees  at  a  station  are  received  by 
the  inspector  in  charge,  care  should  be  taken  to  see  that  each  check  is  delivered  to 
the  payee  in  person.  If  this  is  impracticable  the  check  should  be  forwarded  to  the 
payee  by  mail  instead  of  by  messenger. 


THE  TWENTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  Bureau's  supply  of  its  Twenty-fourth  Annual  Beport,  issued  in  January,  is
